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NEWS SUMMARY, 


Military. 

Tho Paymastor-Goncral has decided that only 
Mhono roturned prisoners of war who havo ‘eon dis: 
sharged sinco May 20, and whose final papéra show Ly 

speclal remark that extra pay is duo them, are ontitlod 
to the benoftt of the rocent order of tha Secretary of 
War, giving three months oxtra pay to certaln soldiers. 
Prisoners of war who bayo not returned to duty with 
thelr commands before the 30th of Moy are not ontitled 
to the oxtra compensation. 

Tho Rebol prisoners at Pomt Lookout are 
Doing releasod na rapidly as possible, Many of them 
Rayo reached Washington in a sick and destitute con 
Gition. Tho priconers of war ut Fort Delaware aro 
Alscharged at tho rato of about 500 por day. ‘The sick 
aro the first liberated, and next, those who havo been 
Jongest incarcerated. Sixty-ono prisonors were ro- 
leased from Fort Warren on the 15th. 

The force recently sent out for tho burial of 
tho remains of solJicrs kiled in the battle-ficlda be- 
‘Yeon the Wilderuicss and Richmond are rapidly. pro- 
Gressing in thoir humane work. Headboards aroerect- 
ol over the graves, insoribsd with all the information 
Posaiblo to be obtained, ard tho turcription regisioiod 
Bt tho office of Capt Moore, who hos charge of tho 
burial party. 

Prior to the surrender of Gon. Johnston the 
late Robel Confederacy had acoumalated an immense 
Amountof medical hospital stores of all kinds at Char- 
letto, N.C., direotly iinpotted from England just before 
to fall of Wilmingtou, which have been receiv id at Now: 
bern, -after an inventory which consumed threo weeks' 
timo. 

Two Arkansas Rebel regiments and a bat- 
talion of oavalry arrived ot Fort Smith on the 9th, and 
Wurrendered their arms, transportation, borses and 
Wagons, and are boing paroled. They havo uot been 
paid for two years. They soy they are going home 
to fight guormillas, if necossary to scoure peace. * 

Allthe honorably discharged soldiers havo 
‘deen granted the privilege of retaining thoir arms ot 
tho following rates: Muskets of all kiuds, with or 
without nccouteronts, $6; carbines, with or without 

scovntorments, $10; all other carbines and revolvers, 
83; eabors and swords, with or without belta, 8% 

Goy. Fenton writes to the Veterans of the 
Rescrvo Corps at Washington that ho hopes to pro- 
goro thelr musterout with the regiments in which 
Ahcy orighgilly enlisted. Gov, Cartin writes that thoy 
Gust serve out thelr now term of onlistment in the 
vorps to which they volunteered. 

Capt. Henry Wurz, who had control of the 
Andersonville Prison, where Union prisoners endured 
such unspeakable sufferings, is ‘awaiting his trial fo 
confinement at Washington. Col Gibbs the Rebcl 
commander of tho post of Andersonville, Ga, is in 
‘Wasbington on parole, 

General Order No, 116 from tho War Depart- 
mont directs that all enlisted mon of the Vetoran Re- 
serve Corps who, if they had romatned in their original 
Togimenta, would, nnder osisting orders, now be on. 
titled to their discharge, be immediately mustered out, 
‘exoopting those who dosire to serve thelr full term. 

Up to the 18th 160,000 had loft Washington 
for bome, an average of 9,000a day since the Ist inst. 
‘Thore remains yet about 30,000 to leave, which includes 
thoremaindcr of the Army of tho Potomac, abont 9,000, 
and the heavy artillory in the fortifications. 

Tho transport Kentucky with 1,200 paroled 
Rebel troops on board, etrucka snag 12 miles below 
Shreveport on tho 9th inst, and sunk immediately. 
‘Over 200 lives were lost. The ofllcers of the yessel are 
said to be to blame. 

Seven thousand four hundred and fifty-four 
men of Jeff. Thompson's Rebel command bayo reachod 
Cairo on a flag-of-trace-boat. Jeff. remains at Mom- 
phis, awalting tho docision of President Johnson rela- 
‘tive to bis potition for pardon. 

The Rebel Major-Gen. Maury and family, 
‘Ex-Goy, Moore of Ala, and Col. Gaslos, the man who 
4s stated to hare offered o reward for the murder of 
Presidaat Lincoln. resobed Fortresr Monroe from New- 
Oricon on Sunday. 

The Paymastor-General has taken steps to 
provent tho soldiers’ money from falling into 
the bands of pretended claim agents and other 
-awindlers, 

By direction of the President the Army of 
Georgia is dissolved, and regiments not ordered mus- 
tered ont aro to be transferred to the Ardy of the Ten- 
Bessco. 

Quite a sorions matiny broke out among the 
troops of Gen. Bartlett's Division, Twentieth Corps, en- 
camped near Washington, on Tuesday oyening, in con- 
aequence of their non-payment. 

Gen. Dix has been ordered to Montreal on 
Dusiness connected with Rebel conspirators in Canada. 
He will make o formal demand for the extradition of 
the criminals. 

It is understood that an order will shortly ap- 
-‘poar directing the mustering ont of all troops whose 
term ofservice expires before January next, 

Gen. Grant reached Washington on the 15th 
dost. from Chicago. He received the moat enthusiastic 
receptions along the entire route.

News from Washington. 

Applieations for pardon by prominent Rebels 

ere daily loorcasing, but the President has acted on 
but few, of them, evidently bolieving the subject ono 
worthy of considerable reflection. ‘Tho ulst of pardoned 
ander the proclamation of May 29 thus far comprises 
18 from ‘Tenvessee, 3 from Kentucky, 10 from Virginio, 
one from Maryland, one from Arkanaas, and five from 
Alabama. Awong the list of applicants ie Henry C, 
Burnott, Rebel Senator from Kentacky, who has re- 
cently been arrested, and Alexander H. Stephens. In 
his plea for pardon, ex-Vioe-Prealdont Stephens is ald 
4o still jusist on tho rightoousuess amd necessity of 
ilavery. 

Becrotary Seward, in an official dispatch to 
the Beoretary of the Navy, gives tho Information that 
the Government of Franco bas romoyed all restrictions 
heretofore \mposed by it on the nayul yeeacls of the 
United States in French ports. Secretary Seward also 
officially aanounees that tho Fronch Governmont lag 
formally rescinded its order granting to our Sonthern 
Rebels belligerent rights. 

The Hon, John Minor Botts, Alexander Rtyas, 
and other distinguished Virgialave, hoye arrived in 
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Washington from Richmond, and had an iuterviey, 
with Prestdont Johnson on tho 14th inst, Delegaticns 
from Georgia, Mississippi, and Alabama, havo also 
called on the Preéldent, Delogations from Florl@a and 
Sonth Carolina are soon expected to urrive i Wasb- 
Ingtou, 

Iu consequence of a correspondence, with Sir 
Frederick Bruce, Seorstary Seward has notified tho 
Navy Department that Great Britain withdraws her 
Teeoguition as velligeronts from the Rebele, but oa she 
does not absolutely rescind the twenty-four hour rule, 
our vessels are not to pay tho customary courtesies to 
thoeo of the Britian navy. 

‘The President is resolved on entting down ex- 
ponacs to the lowest point, He le known to favor’ re- 
tronchment as a means for returning to specie pay- 
mont, whiob ho will recommend to Congress. It 1s ex 
pected that tho army will be rednood to 100,000 mea by 
the New Year, 

Anvther riot ocourred at Washington on the 
Lith, caused by d disputo between tho 2st New-Yerk 
Cavalry aud a West Virginia brigade of cavalry. 
‘Threo Virginians and one citizen wero wounded in the 
melee. Tho approach of two regiments of yeteraus put 
an end to the distarbance, 

Tho representatives of a largo emigration 
soojoty in Scotland are nt Washington. ‘They propose 
to send emigrants with sufficfent capital into the 
Southern States, if sufllcient inducements are held out. 
In consequence of the continued indisposition 
of Mr. Frederick W. Seward, Clarenco A. Seward of 
Now-York has been appoluted by tho President as Act- 
ing Assistaut Svoretary of State, 

The Hon. Caleb Lyon, Governor of Idaho, is 
in Washington, Roport says he waa driven from tho 
Torritory by the citizons of Lewiston, in consequence 
of a difficulty regarding tho site of the Capital. 

The Secrotary of War hns directed that the 
exooution of Mrs. Perrino's sontonce to threo months 
imprisonment sball bo suspended daring her good be- 
havior. 

Capt. Mehaffey arrived at Washington on 
the 21st, with Mr. Gayle of Cahawba, Ala., who adver- 
tised for proposals to assassinate President Lincoln for 
$1,000,000, 

Mrs, W. H. Seward, wife of the Scoretary of| 
State, died on tho 2ist inet, at Wosbington. * Her 
remains will bo embalmed and taken to Auburn. 
Judge Gooding of Indiana has been appointed 
to the Distriot Marshalship at Washington, vice Lamon, 
rosigned, instead of Mr. Goodloe, as at firat roported. 
The charge of dishonorable practices in the 
Interior Department will be officially investigated by a 
Congressional Committes. 

President Johnson's family, with his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Patterson, hayo orrived in Washington. 


New-York, 
A serions fire occurred at Saratoga Springs 
on the afternoon of the 18th by which the United States 
Hotel and tho Marvin Honso were completely de- 
strosed. It is supposed to have beon the work of an in 
condiory. The fire was discovered in the north wing of 
the United States Hotel. A short time atter a second 
fire broke ont in anothor and adistant part of the build- 
ing. A portion of the fornitnro ofly was saved. The 
flames communicated to tho Marvin House, which wae 
speodily destroyed. Marvin Row, threo club houses, 
tho telegraph'and express offices were also destroyed. 
‘Two lives wore Jost. Ofllcer Caso was killed by the 
falling of ochimpey. The cottages belonging to tho 
United States Hotel wore destroyed. The guests of 
the United States Hotel wero all removed to the Union, 
Clarendon and Congross Hall. . 
Judge Pierrepont delivered bis argument for 
anew trial in the caso of Stephen T. Clark ag 
Brooks of The N. ¥. Express on the 20th inst, The caso 
had been previously decided in favor of the plaintifl. 
Ono of Mr, Picrrepont's.arguments in fayor or anew 
trial was that the Jury had been composed of three Dem- 
ocrats and nine Abolitiouista, their minds being nat- 
urally prejudiced against Mr. Brooks, who was called 
a" Copperheal 
A fearful riot occurred at Finshing, L. I., on 
the 20tb inst., ov the occasion of a trial of fre appara. 
tos, Two firemon got to quarreliug in rogard to a but, 
and o general fight with pistols and knives was the re- 
anit, There was an immense crowd of spectatora pres- 
ent, The riot Insted over two hoors, and the number 
of injured woro estimated at 50 or 60—men, women aud 
obildren. 
The receipts of tolls on the canals of this 
State for the month of May amounted to €%I6,078, be- 
ing €299,615 less than tho corresponding month of 1864 
Tho tolls reached their highest figuro, 65,188,943, jn 
1862; ond it is estimated that this yoar the receipta will 
fall back to the aggregate of 1859, $1,723,945. 
Goy. Fenton bas addressed a circular to tho 
yartous Counts and District War Cowmittces throuzh- 
out the Stato, suggesting that in the approaching ccln- 
bration of the Fourth of July particylar weleomo be 
given and honor shown to the returned soldiers, 
Judge Charles R. Ruggles of Poughkeepsie, 
formerly on tho bench of the Court of Appeals, died at 
his residence in that city on the 15th inst. On the un- 
nouncement of bis death on the 16th in the Court of 
Appeals at Albany the Court adjourned. 
On the 15th inst. the first Hebrew Free School 
in this olty was dedicated. The bnilding, situated on 
Avenue ©, near Fourth-st., i a plain briok straoture, 
25 by 64 feet, capable of accommodating about 300 ebil- 
dren, and has been erected at a cost of €.000, 
‘The Catholic jubilee closed in this city on the 
15th inst, It fo estimated that over 100,000 persons 
haye been hourd at confvasion during the past mouth, 
and probably that 650,000 has beou received in alma.

Tho Frecdmen of Petersburg, Va., held a 
mass weeting ou the 6th inst., and unanimonsly adopted 
resolutions claiwing as the unqualified right of true and 
loyal citizens the privilege of setting forth reapectfally 
thoir grievances, and demanding an equality of right 
under the law, They claim that taxation and repre- 
sentation should go Land in hand; that tho fundamental 
bosis of tho Government ig that it should derive its 
power froin the consont of tho governed, that they will 
chverfully submit to any provision that will apply wid 
equalfores to both white and black; that they treat 
with contempt the allogutian that they undorstand free- 
dom to mean idleness and indolenoe, and that thoy have 
no feoling of resentment toward their former ownors, 
but aro willing to let tho past bo buried.

Thousands of Military and other 
Foderal officers are constantly on the wing; and 
they, too, must have Mileage, though generally 
at lower rates. Still, every one is tempted to 
say, ‘If Congress pays itself for journeys 
never made, or elongated by audacious calcula- 
tions, why should we be stinted?”—And they 
are not, An honest and comprehensive Mileage 
Reform bill would save millions per annum to 
the tax-paying people. 

IIL. Diplomacy and Consular Service —This 
has been very largely extended of late, and with 
reason. We needed Consuls, oven at unfre- 
quented ports, when any day might seo them 
prowded with our merchantmen seeking shelter, 
‘and with Rebel Alabamas bent on thoir destruc- 
tion. But what was necessary during War is 
necessary no.longer. Many consulates should 
be discontinued; such useless Missions ‘as that 
to Rome should be likewise discontinued; while 
the compensation of our representatives at the 
Courts of Portugal, Switzerland, Equador, 
Hlyti, Liberia, &o., &c., should be cut down.

OUR RETURNING SOLDIERY, 

When tho period of the English Common- 
wealth was terminated by tho death of Crom- 
woll, and-the importation of that hard bargain, 
tho Second Charles, the veterans of the iron- 
sided legions went back to their baking and 
brewing, their plowing and other cirly avooa- 
tions, and becamo as famous for ‘honesty in 
peace ns they had beon for bravery in war. It 
was noted that they made uncommonly good 
citizons, with whom it was always safo and 
profitablo and agroeablo to do business, so that 
their truth, sobriety, thrift and application be- 
camo proverbial throughout the land, and espe- 
cially in London. After a civil war more con- 
clusiva in its results, or at least more promising 
in its termination, albeit our Cromwell too is 
taken from us, all our highways swarm ‘with 
disbanded soldiors seeking again their homes, 
and ready, aftor years of arms, to resume the 
imploments of peacoful diligonce. The sudden 
obtrusion of so marked an clement upon the 
social life of that part of tho country which 
has not practically experienced the vicissi 
tudes of war might, under other condi- 
tions, give rise to certain natural apprehensions 
of violence, of riot, of increased crime and of 
pouporisim; ‘but it is a remarkable and cheering 
fact, that while the war has immeasurably in- 
creased the military skill and resources of the 
country, it has not seriously affected its sobriety 
of jadgmont, nor to any marked extent created 
a distaste for peaceful pursuits. This arises 
chiefly, we suppose, from that distinct under- 
standing of the limited purposes of the war, 
which has made every soldier regard himself as 
something better than the mere instrument of 
leadors enger for martial glory, but rather as one 
of a great posse comitatus charged with the en- 
forcement and vindication of the law. This 
high and holy work actomplished, tho whole 
work for which the army was organized is also 
accomplished, and tho soldier rotires, os a 
special constable would retire after the suppres- 
sion of ayiot, to defend only by his vote the 
liberty which he has secured by his sword. All 
his sufferings and privations, his wounds and his 
loss of cherished companions, his painful ab- 
sonces, and tho interruption of his progress 
toward a competency, aro the high price which 
ho has paid for the priviloge of living and dying 
the citizen of a permanent and prosperous Re- 
public, and for the certainty of transmitting 
that privilege as a heritage to his children, if be 
can give them no other. The battles of war are 
over, and he cheerfully turns to engage in the 
battles of poace. 
It is for society at large, which owes an enor- 
mons debt, transcending the obligations of 
common gratitude to its soldiers, to its victori- 
ous defenders, to recognize each of them as 8 
creditor who cannot bo paid off by a pension, 
but who is entitled to watchfal assistance and a 
warm and helping hand; employment, oach in 
his private handicraft, the respectful treatment 
due to a good servant of the State, encourage- 
ment to surmount diffoulties; and, we think 
wo may say, a preference, other things’ being 
equal, when labor is to bo assigned. It is hard 
to get back into old ways which haye boen 
abandoned. ‘The places whioh once knew these 
brave men may have been filled,.and former 
employers may have disappeared, or may 
have changed their business. The routine of 
trade may have been disarrauged, ~ and 
the mechanic who left his bench to 
go to Virgina or Georgia may not find that 
bench standing upon his return. But we know 
that there must bo work for all in this great and 
teoming Iand. Always a main difficulty with 
the industriously inclined is, in the turmoil and 
tangle of society, to discoyer a clue to guide 
him, through the jostle of conflicting interests, 
to the preciso points at which daily bread is to 
bo had for daily work. Competition is too often 
stone-blind and stony-hearted in all that regards 
the welfare of others; and those who labor 
under peoulinr difficultiesand disadvantages, aro 
clearly entitled to special assistance. God 
knows we do not mean qlms-giying! A soldier 
begging would bea sight to make an honest 
man’s eyes red andrheumy. A soldier asking 
for work need cause no tears, unless—which wo 
hope is not likely to happen—he should ask for 
it in vain. 
We have, by the blessing of Providence, 
achioyed all the advantages of gréat military 
success, Without the dangers, thus far, which 
too often accompany it. Now wo want com- 
pleto social order, and a prosperity which shall 
not be embittered by injustice toward any 
man, or by even the suggestion of any form of 
pauporism unmerited and unocensioned by hu- 
man infirmities, The country is deeply in debt 
—tho waste of this war, as of all wars, has been 
positive; and although we may sot off against 
this the econgmioal gain likely to follow tho

DEBT AND TAXATION, 

The propositions put forth by Mr. Jay Cooke 
rospeoting tho influence of a National Debt on 
National prospority have been discussed by 
sundry journals with moro levity and flippancy 
than comport with the gravity and importance 
of the Subject. It may be quite true that it is 
inconvenient to: pay heavy taxes, withont dis- 
proving tho avorment that nations burdened 
with heavy Public Debts bayo more rapidly in- 
creased their Production, Thrift and Wealth, 
than ever before—more rapidly than their neigh- 
bors who owed (or paid) little or nothing. 
Compare Spain (which owes a reasonable 
amount, but repudiates most of it) with Great 
Britain or France, whose dobts are beay, 
Compare heavily indebted Holland with the late 
kingdom of the Two Sicilies, or with Portugal. 
We havo certainly on record the most dolefully 
confident prophecies by eminent political econo- 
mists that, if the British Debt were increased 
but a little more, it would swamp the kingdom; 
yet we baye scen that Dobt since rapidly 
doubled—yes, trebled—yet the Kingdom richer 
and stronger than over. Mauifestly, the merits 
of the case do not all lie on the surfage. 


‘The taxing power, in wiso and firm bands, is 
capable of a most beneficent and salutary use 
in diminishing the number who eyade produc- 
tive industry and live uselessly to their kind. 
For instance: does any one doubt that an an- 
nual license-fee of $100 exacted of all prac- 
ticing lawyors would result in public benofit’? 
Lawyers are a useful, necessary class; but 
two-thirds of those who seek to live by Jaw are 
neither useful, necessary, nor even ornamental. 
Such a tax as we suggest would probably re- 
duce ‘the profession a third, thereby sending 
thousands into other vocations, and would prove 
advantageous alike to real lawyers and to those 
who need legal services, In our judgment, o 
tax of even $200 per annum on Jawyers would 
benefit all classes, 

So of the sellers of Beverages. Man, being 
thirsty, must drink; yet he does not need a well 
ora pump on every street-corner. We judgo 
that Holf a Million of our Thirty Millions of 
people live by the retailing of “something to 
drink.” Suppose this vocation wore taxed—say 
$100 in places of less than ‘one thousand in- 
habitants; $200 in places of over two thousond 
aud less than ten thousand; $500 in places of 
over ten thonsand and less than one bundred 
thousand; and $1,000 in cities containing more 
than one hundred thousand people—what harm 
would result? We should all drink all we need 
(at least;) we should buy our beverages as 
cheaply as now; bat we might have to walk a 
block or tiyo further to obtain them: if we did 
not go quite so often, what harm? Yet sucha 
tax would so reduce the number of drinking- 
places as to restore scores of thnisauds to pro- 
ductive industry who now evade it by dribbling 
out dimes’ worth of whisky or lager to all 
comers. The change thus constrainvd would 
add Millions per annum.to the wealth of our 
country, And these are but casual suggestions. 
‘Wo firmly believe it possible to raise all tho 
revenue needed for the support of our Govern- 
ment by taxes that individuals, indeed, would 
feel, but which would increase the wealth and 
well-being of the country. 

—Yet we do not, chooso to stand with those 
who deem a National Debt a National blessiug, 
lest we be held to the logical corollary that the 
greater the Debt the greater the blessiug, aud so 
to that canonization of St. Shoddy that we par- 
tionlarly eschew. In our judgment, of all the 
men whe haye sinned aghinst the Republic in 
her recent day of trial, those who have swindled 
her with exorbitant cbarges, rotten transports, 
pooriron, and any other of the kindred resorts 
of rascality, should be the Inst forgiven. ‘Tho 
natural, genuine Rebol is a bad ogg: there was 
scarcely a blackleg, libertine, rowdy or profli- 
gato in the South who was not one of them, or 
in the North who did not wish them succo: 
but tho reyelor in Shoddy was a more hy pocriti- 
cal, detestable scoundrel, in that he oftener 
affected patriotism if not piety also, and, while 
Rebel was sawing at tho throat of Uncle Sam, 
Shoddy was picking bis pockot—ofton with his 
eyes turned up to heaven and with protestations 
of loyalty on his lips—the incorrigible villain! 
Several have been cashiered from high official 
trusts for swindling their country when she was 
on the very brink of ruin; others have just es- 
caped a similar fate by hiring Senators and other 
“hig bugs ” to engineor for them—as ‘‘counsel,” 
of course. One, if we mistakenot, was Surgeon- 
General, and bought Millions’ worth of medi- 
cines for our Armies at rates twenty-five per 
cent, higher than he need have paid; one,

ANDREW J. HAMILTON. 
President Johnson has wisely and nobly re- 
appointed ANpREW J. HaMiuTon Provisional 
Governor. of Texas—a post for which he was 
originally designated by President Lincoln, but 
which the power of tho Rebels and the misman- 
agement of our forces inthe trans-Mississippi 
Department haye hitherto kept him out of. 

Gen. Hamilton is a Texan of many years 
standing, and was ao slaycholding lawyer aud 
planter when tho Socession plot first ripened in 
his State. Her conspirators stealthily obtained 
control of the Democratic machinery and, early 
in 1859, nominated a full ‘tregular” ticket for 
State Officors and Congress—Runnells for Goy- 
ernor, Lubbock for Lioutenant-Goyernor, Rea- 
gan and Waul for Congress, ‘Their Shibboleth 
was a formal demand that the African Slaye- 
Trade should be reopened, so that overy good 
Demoorat might amply supply himself with

It is ‘not to be expected that you 
ean comprohend -and appreciate, as they should 
bo comprebonded and apprehended by a seif- 
governing people, tho wisd provisione and limic 
Iations of constitutions and Jaws; or that you can now 
haye that kaowledge of public fairs which is necos- 
snry to qualify you to dixcargo all the dutios of the 
altizen. No people bas ever yet bounded at once into 
tho full enjoyment of the right of self-government. But 
Zouaro five in common With, all our people, and you 

favetho same right, regulated by law, that others bare, 
fo cuter upon tho pirsuft of prosperity and bappiness, 
You should henceforth enoredly obsoryo the wartlage 
relation, and you should provide for your offsprini 
You can now not only learn. to rcud yoursolve:

FROM FLORIDA. 
Emancipation in Blorida—A Trip into the 
Hoterior of the Stnte—Present Condi- 
tion of the Ercedmen—Demper of the 
People—Anxicty for the Fayure—The 
€rops—A Pence Comminsion. 
From Our Special Correspondent. ) 
JACKSONVILLE, Fla, Tune 12, 1865, 

Mojor-Gen. Gillmoro’s emancipation order 
No. 63) was issned at'Hlton Mead, May 14, and about 
tho 25th of the same month it bad gained general cir- 
culation throughout tho District of Florida, Tho 
people had for somo wooks boon antlelpating something 
of tho kind, and no ‘ono was taken by surprise, It 
shonld bo stated tothe gredit of planters and slavo- 
holders generally that os Foon ass copy of tho ordor 
‘was received they called their slaves togethor, read to 
thom the order, and told them that they wero free—free 
as themselyes—and could go and do as they pleasod. 
In a fow instances the freedmon were, with threats and 
Smprecations, ordered off the plantations, and told that 
oath would be their fate if they over retarned. A fow 
others gathered up the aged, decropid, and children, 
aud carried! thom to the nearest military post or rail- 
rond station, for tho purpose of getting rid of the uso- 
less burdens forever, oud retained oa hired la: 
borora tho able-bodied hands, Another class, 
small in wambor, proposed (o their people to remain on 
the place and lnbor for their food and clothing as 
thoy had formorly done, receiving in all respeet tho 
samo fare and usage as formorly, or leavo the plave. 
Should any go away, they would not be pormittod to 
roturn, But by far tho Iarger part of all tho slave 
cwnors proposed to their hands to remain on the glace, 
mature the crop, harvest it, and promised that about 
Christmas they should bo paid fair wages for thoir In- 
bor, Some entored into written agrcoment with thoir 
people and had the same witnessed by au officer of the 
army. 

‘The freedmen hardly knew what to do with thom- 
selves or with the boon of liberty, Tho first and gen- 
eral anxiety was to do something on their own account. 
Thoy could think of nothing better than to go some- 
Where without asking leave or having a pass. Though 
Tooksonville 1a at least 60 miles from tho slayobolding 
distriot, yet within a fow daye not less, than a thousand 
of tho dirty, ragged, Jolly fellowa camo into the place, 
Tallahasseo was algo thronged with those living in that 
violaily, The samo took placo at Gainesville, Madi- 
son, and other towns in' tho State, All gorts of ideas 
occupied tho minds of tho freedmen. Some supposed 
their labors wore all over, but had no idea of the weang 
by whlch they were to be supported; othera’ thought 
the lands of tho plauters were to bo divided awong 
thom, But within a few doys nearly all were back on 
their old plantations again, bard at work on tho suffer- 
ing crop. Tho military took the case in hand os fur as 
possibio, and the extrome confusion was of short dura- 
tion, But tho chaos of ideas wos worso than anything 
olse, Tho ex-slave has as clear a concoption of, 
his situation os many of tho ex-masters havo of theirs, 
They know not how to bring any influcnéo to bear 
upon the nogro but authority aud coercion, But as the 
rulo of tho lash was over, aud tho power of reason, 
motivo and interest was unknown, tho influence of the 
master was quite limited. A few instances of violence 
scourred; there was conaliorablo roving about, and on 
the whol, matters wore quite unsettled. Large num- 
bors were still arriving daily in Jacksonville, and Col. 
‘Momple, canueraia) of,tho Post,{suggested tho idea of 
sonding a commission into the interior for tho purpose 
of adjusting tho relation betweon tho two parties, so na 
that both would bo bousfitted, and that, tho present 
crop might not be permitted to suffer, Brig.-Gon, 
Vogdea assented to the proposition, and Chaplain 
Mooro, Roy. Mr, Osler, and E, S. Stoteon, esq., wore 
aclectad for that purpose, 

Chaplain Moore, who had charge of the commission, 
furnishes tho following account of his operationa in tho 
interior: At Baldwin he met n large crowd, Just ar- 
rived on the eiira, bound for Jacksonville, Choy wero 
collooted together, and after a brief adress thoy con- 
cluded to return to thelr former homes, Tho same 
evening, May 31, ho addressed a largo andionce, com- 
posed of abont anequal namber of Whito and black, at 


Lake City. Nearly all the prominent citizens of the 


Jn oll thot was eaid and done, ‘Tho colored people real- 
{20d that tho meeting was thoir own—that they wero 
recognized aa an cloment of soolety, and wore highly 
gratificd, From this point tho commission went north, 
inte tho Suwanee River country, in the neighborhood 
of Whito Springs, visiting plantations by day ani hold- 
ing meetings at night, They extended their labors 
nearly to the Georgia line, and thon roturned to tho 
railroad at Melburn, From this placo to Tallatassoo 


of both partics, and tho now and common ground 
‘which both should occupy. In most cases,after closing 
his address, Chaplain Moore gayo both planters and 
freodmon tho opportunity of proposing auy questions 
thoy saw proper, or of dissonting from any of the viows 
ho bad oxpressod, These opportunities wero generally 
freely improved anda perfect undorstanding botween 
all parties and interests was reached. ‘This commix- 
sion fonnd Chaplain Hobbs, 3d U. 8. C, T., aotively 
engaged in tho samo work in tho vicinity of tho capital. 
‘They extended their labors forty miles west of Talla- 
hassce; wont south nearly to tho Gulf of Moxico,and on 
tho loth inst. arrived again at Lake, Clty, on tho way 
home. At this placo tho cllizeus dowanded that 
another meoting be held. The first ono thoy sald 
bad done moro to regulate affuirs than all the 
Provost-Marabala ‘in the Jand could bayo done, 
Tho time alowed for gotting up a meeting was very 
short, but the attendance was very large—larger than 
at tho first one. At tho request of Mre, Col. Jones, the 
speaking took place from tho stops of her residence, and 
the Colonel took special pains to havo the law and duties 
of married lifo clearly prosented. A protty ehrowd 
negro commenced a apeoch, apologising tor past irrega- 
Jaritles, but Chaplain Mfoore excused him from procced- 
ing, a8 o relation of past eales and separations might 
not have sounded well, and told him he did not conderan 
thom for the past, but was anzlous to have them act 
Worthy of freomen in the future. This appeared to 
bo sntisfactory, Tho mooting closed with perfect 
unanimity of ylows and with tho beat of foolinga, 
‘These public mectings aro tho first popular demonstra- 
tions of any kind Which havo beon held in tho Stato 
sinco tho ordinance of sccossion was adopted. ‘They 
Inangurato a new stato of things, in which tho colored 
mon isthe principal figure on the canvas. On these 
occasions tho colored people are taught thab they aro 
free, they and their children, and that they will romain 
{reo forover; that ina chort time there will not boo 
slavo in this country; thet freedom has been brought to 
them, and that they need go nowhere to find it, The 
natare and Limits of this freedom aro largely explained, 
‘Tho principles of freo labor and tho mutual obligations 
of the employer and the employed engagotmuch attontion, 
They aro taught to be respectfal and gontlomanly fn 
their deportment, and cultivate feclings of kindness 
even to their lato mastere—that all, aa far as possible, 
should romain at thelr old homes,’ and make tho utmost 
of tho present crop. ‘Thoy are informed of tho desti- 
tate condition of Flosida and thot unless tho last car of 
corn is gathored somebody maslgo hungry noxt Wintor, 
‘They aro told of the consequences that will follow idle- 
ness, loafing, pilfering and yogabondism, and of the 
anxiety of the whole of tho North that thay should aot 
worthy of freemen, and not make us ashamed that we 
had given them liberty. Much pains are taken in overy 
placo to regulate thoir morital affairs, They aro in- 
formed of the colored schools now in operation in dif- 
ferent parts of the country, and of tho great interest 
the Government takes in their education and clovation, 
and that if they aro industrious thoy willsoon own 
lands, baye homes, and eco their children attending 
achool likewiso, ond that if {thoy comply with the 
wishes of the Government they will foon bo a power in 
the land, and challonge the respect of the world. 
‘The following facts may bo taken as roflcoting cor. 
reotly the present condition of Florida: 
1, There aro but few persons in the Stato of any class 
who are not oxocedingly anxious that peace should con- 
tinue. Ido not think there isan armed Rebel in tho 
State. 
2. Emancipation has been promptly, in may oases 
cheerfully, and almost anivereally acquiesota in. 
3, Bat fow of the freedmon have auything like a cor- 
rect idea of tne boon of liberty, but aro very teachable, 
‘The influence of a Northern man is almost boundless 
over them, and it is of yast importanco that simpletons, 
softies, goodies and rogues and rascals bo not allowod to 
destroy that confidence, 
4. Tho lato mastera hayo but the glimmoring of an 
idea of the situation of tho colored men only as a clave, 
They welcome Northern men among thom, and treat 
thom with the utmost consideration. 
5 Tho present crop ‘will not materially euffer in con- 
sequonco of emanoipation, 
G. Severe fogging with whip and paddlo has not 
ontirely disappeared. 
7. A few instances of shooting and other acts of 
violonco havo occurred and may yot occur. 
& Tho lat plantation masters gencrally have no 
ability to promoto the social and moral cleration of the 
colored people, and they will remain In sta‘ quo till 
placed onder other influences, 
9, Nine tonths of the ex-slaves aro on the plantations 
working for wages, and will bo paid by ropoiving a 
part of tho crop. 
10, Great changes will take place next Christmas, 
11, Comuissioners of poace and instraction shoald 
be Kopt constantly in tho interior for at least a month 
to come. 


THE SHENANDOAH VALLEY. 
Ite Present Condition—Destitntion of the 
People—Tho Lote Nlayes—Valuo of 
Lands—The German Kloment—What 
the Valley Necds—A Fine Ohance for 
Northorn Capital and Northern Indua- 
try. 
Correspondence of The N, Y, Tribune, 
Reavmxo, Pa., Juno 15, 1865, 
‘We have had a conyersation with an intelli- 
gent business man who bas just retarnbd from a trip 
throngh tho entiro Valley of tho Shenandoah, Somo {n- 
formation with regard to this region will probably be 
interesting to many readors of Tas TRIBUNE, 
This gontloman started from Winchester on Thurs- 
day, the 25th of Muy, for Harrisonburg, ; At Winches: 
tor bo found a Rebol soldior from up the Valley who 
had come in a buggy to that placa totako tho oath of 
allegiauco, and who agreed to convey our friend to 
Woodstock. From Woodstook he hired a conveyance 
to Mount Jackson. From Mount Jackson to New- 
Market wout on foot, and took tho stage from thence to 
Harrisonborg, distasca 18 miles, fare $2.75. From 
Harrisonburg bo went to Staunton, 25 miles, and from 
thence to Crawford's Springs, 36)miles—all the way by 
private couveyauce, Returning, took tho oars from 
Stannton to Richmond, but found tho railroad: much 
broken, the bridges mostly gone, and part of tho dis. 
tance traveled by horse cars. | 
From Winchester'to Harrisonburg fences aro scarcely 
toboseen; but few houses haye beon destroyed, but 
near Harrisonburg mavy barns and muills have beep 
burned! From Winchestor to Strasbarg scarcely any 
crops Raye boon planted, and scarecly a chicken, 
horse, oow or pig isto be scon, Toward Hrrisouburg 
considerable wheat“is out and cora bas been plantcd, 
Boyond Harrisonburg, toward Staunton, west oftho tura- 
pike, near Mossy Creek, is the section whiab, by order 
of Gon, Sheridan, was laid waste for tho alleged marder 
ofa Union officer. Tho oltizens thero assert that ho 
was not tmnrdered bat killed in an opon fight, ho having’ 


mez, farms have been ontircly stripped of thelr stock, 


and in many districts of all thtir fonocs. The ablo- 


bodied negross have all left, those only remaining who 
are not able to do any work, and who area barden on * 
thoir former owners, In many cases tho agents of the 
Government compel their former masters to keop and 
support them, although recognizing the fact that thoy 
are free, aud while they aro entirely ussleas for agrioul- 
toral or domeatio purposes, g This ia regarded as qreat 


Injustlco, aa tho citizens havo scarcely cnougli to sup- 
port themselves, and think that the rights of freedom 


should be reciprocal. Thoy recoguizo tho fact that 
Slayory is extinot; think that they sbould have the

As on Jlinstration of the way in whlch things are 
done, a negro woman camo te ao , Provost-Marahal'a 
office, and complained that bor lato master had. beaten 
And fil-nscd her, Ho stowed conolnstyely that her 
atory was on utter faleohood, and offored to furnish hor 
and her threo children with a complete outfit if the 
Government would take obarge of them, The Proyoat- 
Marshul rofused to accopt the offer, ordored hor late 
owner {o take her back, and prescribed tho wages ho 
yas to pay. Unfortnuately be was unable to support 
himsolf and family, having plenty of first-olase Innd 
but no one to work it, and a crowd of elstcas old mon 
and womon to support, ‘This {s mentioned, not for the 


purpose of finding fault with tho Government, but to 


show tho condition of tho people. 
Alnrge number of the people havo beon friends of 
tho Union from the beginning, but were forced into the 
support of the Confedaracy, and not a fow hayo suffered 
scverely in consequonce of their well-known Union 
feolinga, ‘Tho whible people, with very few exceptions, 
Tecogniza the groat question as forever settled.

They desiro to return og soon ag 
possible to tha quiet pursuits of industry, and trast that 
the people of the North will meet thom in o kind ond 
fraternal epirlt. 
Hove is, the fooling of the North toward them, We 
shall again become a great brotherhood, and free from 
tho once-fatal disturbicg clomont, willbe moro closely 
bound in interest ahd affection than ever before.

For oxamplo, a 
farm containing 400 nores good arablo limostone land, 
and 200 acres first-rate white oak timbor land, fine two 
story brick mansion Louse, Jargo barn, stabling ond 
other ontbulldings, with a fino stream of water ranning 
throngh tho land, good sprigs in various parts of tho 
property, and good fences, was offred for 40 per aore, 
On the farm waaa splondid crop of wheat, corn and 
grass, Itis within six miles of a railroad, and about 
120 miles from Washington or Baltimore, 

Many Gorman families from Lancaster Ce, Pa, 
found thoir way into this valley many years ago, and 
taking with them their industrions and thrifty babite, 
havo become lorge and prosperous land owners, ‘The 
inducement now bold ont in the cheapness and fertility 
of the lands, their proximity to markets and removal of 
that great drawback, Slavery, will doubtless attract a

‘What the valley now needs {is labor and money. ‘The 
war destroyed tho old banks and now ones are much 
needed. Capital to ony amount might be invested on 
ample security, as there is abandancs of valuable and 
uninoambored land. m

A great, a beneficent chango is 
thereby effeoted in the condition of Four Mil- 
lions of our countrymen, and, by consequence, 
in tho condition and onrrent estimation of 
Labor in general. We do surely hope and trust 
that the blameless, exemplary citizen whi 
“hires out” to perform rude manual labor 
for his own and his family's daily bread will be 
benefited and elevated in publio considera- 
tion by tho fact that blacksmiths, masons, car- 
pentors, field-bands, &c., &,, are no longer 
bonght and sold like cattle, 

—Bat shall the new wine be kept in new or 
inthe old bottles? Shall tho newly emanci- 
pated Four Millions of Americans bo hence- 
forth partially or wholly Free? Shall they 
bo allowed to enjoy the liberties and common 
Fights of citizens? or only such as Gen. Grogg 
(in_his Lynchburg order) allows them—" such 
as free negroes have hitherto enjoyed in Virt 
ginia”-

Tho “ Cable 
Colebration” will live loug in tho memory of 
Now-Yorkors, and the keen interest with which 
the brief life of that link between the Old and 
New World was invested will be remembored 
as more than romantic. The Lopes of Human- 
ity—in our then exaggerated estimate of the 
importance of communication—seemed to bang 
on the slender thread that stretched from Ire- 
land to Newfoundland; and, when it broke, wo 
should bave been inconsolable if other events 
more momentous and vital bad not sneceeded. 
Now thut the great telegraphic enterprise of | 
tho century is ones more to be renewed, tho 
public takes the matter more coolly. ‘The tre- 
mondons axcitements of the Inst four years have | 
superseded our interest in peacctul affairs, so 
that, though we have heard from time to timo 
of the progress of the now cable, wo content 
ourselves with langnid speculations on its prob- 
able success or want of succoss—qnite ready to 
welcome it heartily if it proye deserving of wel- 
come, but by no means disposed to sct tho 
City Hall on fire again, sbould a message onco 
more cross the ocean. 

Yet it would be an affectation to deny that we 
look anxiously and hopefully and engerly to the 
great experiment which is once more on the ovo 
of a great success or great failure. The new 
cable is completed, Tho last mile has been 
rolled and spun and twisted andconted, and all, 
or nearly all, of its immense length is eafely 
coiled away in the huge tanks of the Great 
Eastern, Yot wo do not know that the anxiety 
or indifference of the public bas much to do with 
the probable success of the yoyage which nxt 
month will see begun and completed. It is safo 
to presume that, if tho cable is once fairly down, 
our municipal fathers will find ample opportu- 
nity to organize another celebration, and spend 
or steal a comfortable suin of money in an- 
nouncing the event. 

Comparing tho circumstances of the” last 
attempt with the prosent, there is abundant 
cause for expecting good forlune now when 
before we had ouly ill. Tho very first question 
is, of course, the cable itsel!—and the difference 
between tho two is the difference between an 
awkward and hasty attempt of ignorance, and 
the intelligent, deliberate effort to which ripo 
experience and conscientious devotion bave con- 
tributed thoir best resources. The present cable 
is 2,600 miles long. Its contral conductor con- 
sists of seven fine copper wires, twisted into 
one completo etraud, and perfectly insulated. 
Four layers of gutta-percha incluso it, 
each of them insulated like the con- 
ductor itself, This outer covering is pro- 
tected by eleven strong iron wires, each 
wound with strands of hemp, saturated with 
tar. During the process of manufacture, the 
cable hus been kept constantly exposed - to 
sovore tests of its conductive power and of its 
insulation, having been all the time immersed 
in water and traversed by electric currents of 
such density and force as to develop the weak- 
ness of the wires, if it anywhere existed, 
‘Tho difference botweon the process of manufac- 
turo of the first cable and of the presout is re- 
markable, Then, everything scems to have 
been taken for granted; now, nothing is loft to 
chance or theory. Tho strongth of tho onble, 
ag well as its insalarity and ‘conductivit: 
has been perfeotly ‘established. It will 
bear a weight of. nearly ight tuus, 
and can safely be depended on to support eloven 
miles of its longth in water, Instead of boing 
committed now to two ships, a8 formerly, the 
Whole cable is stowed on board the Groat 
Eastern; and to that vessel, aided by consorts 
which will supply assistauco but carry nono of 


no voice in making, no band in exeonting tho 
laws; no place in the jury-box, much logs on tho 
honch;, they have as yot no right on tho witnoss- 
stand in a gase wheroto o White is party: what, 


tho wire, the great task of depositing tho cable 
on the bottom of tho Atlantio is to be intrusted, 
It is stowed in threo tanks, which nro rospect- 
ively, 61 fyet, 68 foot Oin,, and 58 feot in di- 


ameter, and will hold o coil—tho first of 630 
miles, the second of 840 miles, and the third of, 
850 miles of cable. The mechanical arrango- 
monts forits delivery are not materially differ- 
ent from those on the Niagara and Agamemnon. 
It is on the character of the cable itself that the 
couipany rest their chief bopes of a more per- 
mauent success than attonded their lost experi- 
mout. 

It wonld bo unjust not to give credit to the 
leading men in this enterprise for their porsistent 
faith in its final ruccess, and their unremitting 
efforts to secure it, They have not refused to 
profit by the Iessons of oxperience, but, in the 
winntest details os well asin tho govoral scheme 
of tho present undertaking,haye sought to avoid 
the errors which caused o failure before. If 
this also should, from any cause that cannot bo 
forezeen or provided against, be necessarily aban- 
doned, we presumo the same men will with the 
same zeal aud faith renew their efforts, and con- 
tinue them till the two continents are permao- 
nently united. 

It is oxpected that the Great Eastern, with its 
invaluable freight and precious hopes, will begin 
its voyage in tho early part of July—a timo 
chosen purposely later than that of the first ex- 
pedition in 1858. Capt, Anderson, who is to 
command the Great Eastern, is an old officer in 
the Conard service, and it is in accordance with 
his mature opinion that tho timo of sailing is 
sclected. Tho voyage is to bo a slow one—the 
speed of the ship being limited, except in cor- 
tain contingenoies, to six knots an hour, and it 
is caloulnted that the whole time consumed in 
tho passago from Valentia in Ireland to tho Bay 
of Heart's Content in Newfoundland, will be 
from 12 to 14 days. ‘The Englich papers, which 
have kept a much fuller record than we have of 
tho progress of the enterprise, seem to bo in- 
spired with an undoubting confidence that the 
present Summer will give us an instantanéous 
aud permanent communication between tho 
two continents, :
